First in time and importance 
of the liturgical documents of 
the past ten years was the great 
encyclical on the liturgy, Media- 
tor Dei, issued in 1947. While it 
castigated priests who, on their 
own authority, departed from the 
Latin at Mass, it said that many 
rites would be highly advantag- 
eous in the mother tongue. 

That very same year French| 
Catholics were permitted to use) 
a bilingual ritual, which has since 
been enlarged, as well as having 
been extended to French-speaking 

eople in other countries, such as 

elgium, Northern Italy and Can- 
ada. 

The German Bishops were in- 
formed in 1943 that the Holy See 
would welcome a united appeal 
from them for a bilingual ritual, 
such as Austria had been given 
in 1935 by Pope Pius XI. They 
followed this suggestion, drew up 
their book and in 1950 secured ap- 
probation for it for all of Germany. 

Meanwhile, in the mission coun- 
tries, in virtue of a permission-and- 
mandate. so to say, in every large 
area local clergy were to arrange 
such rituals, which could then be 
approved locally for ten years’ use 
before being referred to Rome. 
Three small rituals for different 
arts of India are now in print.

THE REQUEST formulated in 
the United States for substantial- 
ly the same ritual that had been 
granted Germany was quickly ap- 

roved, first, for the United States 
n 1954 and then, in quick succes- 
sion, for Canada, Australia, New 
Zealand and the English-speaking 
people of India, Burma, Ceylon 
and Malaya in 1955. | 

Italy in 1953 got permission to 
use Italian for the baptismal ques- 
ions and answers, but, as far as 

know, no manual has yet ap- 
peared. Venezuela got the same 
permission in 1954. 

The bilingual ritual prepared for |. 
Holland has been approved and 
will doubtless soon appear. 

In England, Ireland and Portu- 
gal the project is under study but 
not completed. 

A full length bilingual ritual for 
the Diocese of Lugano, Switzer- 
land, was given papal sanction in 
1955. It was on display and sale at 
Assisi and a bishop spoke openly 
of its coming into wide use.

To Prayer Apostolate 


Rome—{Radio-NC}—Those Catholics who cannot active- 
ly participate in the Apostolate of the Laity have been asked 
by Pope Pius XII to join the Apostolate of Prayer and live in 


its. spirit. 


Addressing members of the International Congress of 
the Apostleship of Prayer here, the Holy Father noted that 


more Catholics than ever are tak- 
ing part in the apostolate. However, 
he noted, there are some who say 
that everyone should actively par- 
ticipate. 

“Moderation and prudence are 
necessary,” the Pope continued. 
“Particular and intimate qualities 
of mind, as well as certain condi-/ 
tions of life not possessed by all, 
are necessary to practice the -apos- 
tolate. 


“NOT EVERYONE is a good 
catechist, orator, or propagator of 
Catholic Doctrine. Not everyone is 
capable of making his own cause 
seem attractive to the people with 
whom he lives. For a lot of people, 
the task of taking care of the fam- 
ily they are called upon to create 
and to which they should always 
give their first attention, is so ab- 
sorbing that they cannot devote 
time to the particular activities of 
the apostolate,” he said. 

The Holy Father distinguished 
between two different kinds of 
apostolates: The Apostolate of 
Good Example and the Aposto- 
late of Prayer. Neither of them 
require any special effort, he 
said, but only that a person 
should show himself to be a sin- 
cere Christian and live intimate- 
ly united with Christ. 

The Pope expressed the “strong 
wish” that everyone join the apos- 
tolate of prayer and live in its 
spirit—priests and laymen, men 
and women. all who through any 
Catholic association assist in the 
work of the hierarchy. 


HE HAILED as “a perfect kind 
of apostolate of prayer” the act of 
offering each day to God one’s 
works and sufferings, uniting one- 
self to the sacrifice of the Mass, 
attending Mass if possible, and of- 
fering all for the intentions of the 


Holy Father and for the welfare | 


of the church.

Catholic Named 
To High Bench 


Washington — (NC)—Judge 
William Joseph Brennan, Jr., 
a member of Nativity Parish, 
Fair Haven, N. J., is the sixth 
Catholic named to the Su- 
preme Court of the United 
States. | 

He received a recess appoint- 
ment from President Eisenhower 
here. If approved by the Senate, 
he will fill a vacancy occasioned 
by the recent resignation of Asso- 
ciate Justice Sherman Minton. 

Judge Brennan will be the only 
Catholic on the present nine-man 
panel of the court, and the first 
one to serve on the supreme tri- 
bunal since 1949. At the age of 
50, he will be the youngest mem- 
ber of the Supreme Court at this 
time. 


OTHER CATHOLICS to serve 
on the Supreme Court in its 167 
years were Chief Justice Roger B. 
Taney, from 1836 to 1864: Chief 
Justice Edward D. White, who was 
a member from 1894 to 1921; As- 
sociate Chief Justice Joseph Mc- 
Kenna, 1898 to 1925; Associate 
Justice Pierce Butler, 1922 to 1939, 
and Associate Justice Frank Mur- 
phy, 1940 to 1949. 

According to a White House 
gnnouncement, the actual ap- 
pointment of Judge Brennan 
will take place within 10 days. 
He is expected to start work on 
the high court immediately upon 
Justine Minton’s retirement on 
October 15. 

“The President,” said White 
House Press Secretary James C. 
Hagerty, “believes Judge Brennan 
is highly qualified to be a Su- 
preme Court Justice and told him 
. « » he was going to appoint him.” 


JUDGE BRENNAN was born in 
Nework,; N.J., April 25, 1906. He 
attended public schools in the 
state and was graduated from the 
Wharton School, University of 


Pennsylvania, with a B.S. in Eco- 
nomics in 1928. He was graduated 
from Harvard Law School in 1930 
and became associated with 
Newark law firm ip 1937.
